These regulations may be called the West Bengal Board of Primary 
Education (Curriculum, Syllabus and the course of studies of the Primary: 
Teachers’ Training Institute) Regulations, 2000. 


They shall come into force on the date of commencement of the academic 
session of 2001-2002. 


In these regulations, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context-

“Primary Teachers’ Training Institute” has the same meaning as in the said

Considering organisational ability, presence of adequately trained lecturer, 
availability of locally made raw materials, equipments for the required purpose 
etc. any teachers training institute authorities should arrange for at least two 
creative and two productive activity already mentioned (four activities at the 
minimum). Arrangements for learning more activity, if possible, may be made. 
Primarily ‘Drawing and Colaze’ work should be considered compulsory. 


To keep vigilant watch to make the teacher-trainees attain practical skill during 
training - to keep watch on the aspect of acquiring raw-materials locally and to 
make necessary tools in possible circumstances by the trainees. It will help the 
teachers to take up the job on their return; and to make use of the raw-materials 
and to make necessary tools for learning and teaching those activities. 


The trainees while learning different subjects, would keep record, keeping in 
view the situation of their own schools of the process of teaching the particular 
subject(s), the trainees are required to make term-wise annual plan following 
the prevailing syllabus of the particular subject(s). During this period selection 
two units (for any two classes) should work-out ability-based unit analysis. 


To keep diary by each trainee of daily practical activity. In it to mention name of 
every activity, whether it is creative or productive day/date, objectives, equipments, 
tools, brief outline of the methodology (with pictorial illustrations) and to take 
care during the activity/process. 


Each trainee should attain clear conception of typical evaluation processes (about 
the creative and productive activity), learn preparing evaluation-sheet and 
preserving scientifically the assessment sheets. 


Each trainee should prepare four lesson notes (one in each subject) during their 
training-tenure, to select and to submit one creative and one productive activity 
out of those activities for internal and external assessment. 


The Lecturer-in-charge of the handcraft will enable the learners to know with ' 
due importance of the ‘class-management in handicraft teaching’, ‘Continuous 

evaluation process in handicraft’, ‘outlines of method for defining standard of 

activity’. To assess the evaluation work of class-mates with the help of trainees 

and in this way to infuse the power of assessing the work. 
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(h) To organise the handicrafts of the trainees (picture, chart, model etc.) and to 


enable them to use these as stimulus so that their time and labour are saved. 


(i) In the Teachers’ Training Institutes, specially trained craft teachers (both male/ 


female) should impart lessons on creative and productive activity and advise the 
trainees accordingly.

In the area of practical evaluation four direct 
internal assessments will be made, but four external assessments will be made 
indirectly, (during the whole year) compilation of sample work will be done 
even them, one creative and one productive activity will be shown practically 
and direct evaluation for that will be made. 


The external examiner will place four sets of cards from the four areas and of 
equal standard, the examinee will pick one card each from the four areas of 
work-out of these four cards - one creative and one productive work will be 
retained and remaining two will be returned. Then with the going of bell, the , 
work will be shown. In course of the activity, the examinee will note down brief 
description of the work in the note-sheet received from the examination centre - 
and at the end of the examination, he/she will submit the answer-sheet along 
with the samples of work. 


Internal assessment will be made on the basis of the methods and standard of the 
work throughout the year and out of these two activities in both the area, making 
eight activities, will be retained in an exhibition-room with serial Nos. for external 
evaluation. 


In addition to these, the following three answer-sheets are to be submitted with 
the signature of the subject-teacher for examination by the External Examiner :-

For direct experience-based activities of the trainees and to give them adequate 
idea, relevant portion of the help book by West Bengal Board of Primary Education 
may be recalled. 


“Knowledge springs from experience” - Man learns from direct and indirect 
experience, indirectly acquired experience become fruitful to children, when they 
can realize them through their direct experience. 


Teacher strives to make the children their partner of storage of knowledge. But 
the children lack in interest in taking lesson without direct knowledge. In order to 
make the children interested in their lessons their direct knowledge store should 
be filled with quality and variety. Generally experience of joy and sorrow leave 
impression upon the minds of children. So, only seeing, hearing and touching 
will not do, perception (thinking process) will have to be blended with those just 
to make the experience attractive to the children. 


Another duty of the teacher is to select perfect (direct) experience for the children. 
The children should face such experience that help their mental development. 
Care should be taken to develop the qualities like, sympathy, co-operation, amity 
and affection for the neglected people. 


Children will enrich their knowledge through indirect experiences but it is desirable 
that they do so through their pérsonal experience. Direct experience is the key 
that helps enter the domain of indirect experience. When we come across great 
men or go through heir works then on the basis of direct experience enrichment of 
indirect experience takes effect and thus the union process goes on.

Evaluation: 


Internal assessment of practical experience will be made in the primary 
teachers’ training institution. 


Aspects of theoretical assessment: 


Concept of meaning and aims of each direct experience based work, 
knowledge of needs, classification of work, division of stratum of 
primary schools. Awareness of the fact that direct experience-based 
education is a life-time process. Contents as well as attitudinal aspects- 
interest, faith or eagerness about the subject to be developed. 


Aspects of theoretical assessment: 


Self-competency to complete the work-skill of conducting the work 
of the children-competence to assess the work of the children. 
Competence to create awareness, eagerness and interest in the children 
- skill to unite other learning-teaching subjects with that work. To 
help learners to prepare ‘My Book’. To help children to prepare ‘My 
Book’.

Evaluation suggestions (hints on evaluation): 


At the time of assessment learner’s participation in work eagerness, 

aptitude, ability to impart correlated lesson, written report of 

observation will be considered. 

(1) Each trainee should participate in some direct experience based 
work. 

(2) To undertake a social development-based programme and to 
complete it. 


(3) To choose any primary school Text-book based topic and to 
prepare an article on the relevant topic in local perspective. 


The trainees will perform total work in the institution and in the greater 

surroundings, they will take up study and relevance of knowledge and 

write analytical articles and also to prepare a comprehensive report. 

Every three months, this report is to be submitted for assessment. On 
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the basis of three reports in a year and oral test, the work done on the 
basis of direct experience will be included and for this required marks 
will be set apart. For the time being, arrangement for external 
examination (i.e. Practical Examination) has not been thought of marks 
will be allotted on the basis of the following topics in Internal areas : 


a. Viva-voce test on theoretical part. 

b. to maintain diary for work throughout the year. 

c. preparation of lesson-notes on practical experience-based work. 
d. Trainee’s skill to perform work. 


e. Competency to conduct the works of the children and to assess 
their work. 


During training by the teacher-trainees, to devise annual plan for conducting work 
and to work out plan for development of knowledge, skill and mentality. According 
to opportunity and convenience of the teacher’s training centre list of work should 
be prepared in unity with the work of the school. Decided work schedule will be 
taken up in collaboration with the lecturers and trainees of the training centre. A 
comprehensive list will be prepared and work will be done in three phases. Some 
ordinary schedule will be undertaken in each phase. Individual work schedule 
will be taken up on the basis of group. The number of group will be decided on 
the number of male/female lecturer. One lecturer will remain in charge of a group. 
After each phase participation by the teacher and trainee, proper execution, 
exposition of original thinking, co-operating attitude, ability to identify the 
problems. Assessment will be done on the work and written report.
